Claims 1-6, 8, 10, 12-14 and 16-22 were rejected under 35 U S.C § 103(a) as being 
rendered obvious by Sben (U.S Patent No. 6,370,404) or Change et al C'^ AfoOiflef/ Parallel- 
Coupled JiUer Suucmre thca Improves the Upper Stop Baruted Rejec$$on and Respome 
Symmetry') in view of Yamamura (U.S Patent No 4,713,634), Applicant respectfully traverses 
this rejection based on the allowable subject matter that has been amended to the independent 
claims J, 8. 20, and 22 As such. Applicant respectfully submits that all pending claims are 
ready for allowance. 

Irregardless of the allowability of the present claims, Applicant would like to take a 
moment to point out that Sh«i does not teach, allude to or render obvious a high frequency filter 
that provides both a transverse and longitudinal coupling. In particular, Apphcant would agree 
that a transverse coupling exisis between input portion 35 and the first of the plurality of 
resonators 33. Applicant would agree also with the Examiner that the first resonator 33 is 
Inn gitudinaUv spaced fi-om resonator 34 
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Applicant submits that although resonators 33 and 34 are longitudinally spaced thai they 
are not longitudinally coupled- One of ordinary skill in the an would understand that resonators 
33 and 34 are Transversely coupled via gap 38.
